* Back to Standard of the

WELL LAID PLAN IS AWRY 


‘flopes That Seeds of Discord 
Among Republicans Would 
Give Majority in House 
Are Smashed.

Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Special. ]— 
When William Jennings Bryan was decisive- 
ly beaten in the last campaign, it was as- 
gumed by the country at large that the 
Democratic party would devote itself at 
once to the important task of a reorganiza- 
tion on an entirely new basis. 

Mr. Bryan did not seem to join in with 
this plan with any great amount of en- 
thusiasm, and he announced he would hold 
himself in readiness at any time to respond 
to the call of his country as expressed in any 
regularly organized Democratic national 
convention. On the other hand, the north- 
ern and eastern leaders generally assumed 
that, after having been beaten three times 
by constantly increasing pluralities, Mr. 
Bryan might fairly be counted out of the 
running so far as availability was con- 
cerned. 

There was, therefore, a great deal of talk 
about coming unity in the Democratic party 
and a reorganization which would center 
ground the nomination of some popular or 
conservative man like Gov. Johnson of Min- 
nesota or Gov. Harmon of Ohio. 


Leaders Drifting Farther Apart. 


‘Recent events have proved extremely dis- 
appointing to the Democratic leaders. In- 
etead of getting together on a harmony 
basis they are actually drifting farther and 
farther apart. The split between Tam- 
many and the south has become significant 
since the opening of the special session of 
congress and the fight on rules, and there 
are developing other lines of cleavage, par- 
ticularly over the tariff and the treatment 
of trusts, which do not make for unity in 
the party, at least at the present time. 

There are some years to elapse before the 
next national campaign, and it may be that 
the warring elements in the Democratic 
party may agree to bury the hatchet. It 


‘does not look that way at the present time, 


however, and the most conservative men in 
both wings of the party now say they do not 
see how they can possibly get together in 
time to carry the next congressional! election, 
as they had fondly hoped to do. 

lt was the plan of the Democratic leaders 
to do everything the insurgent Republicans 
wanted in the way of a revision of the house 
rules, with the fdea that the regular Re- 
publicans would retaliate. Then there would 
be strife among the Republicans in a number 
of the congressional districts, with the pos- 
sibility of two candidates in thatparty. The 
result would be, as a matter of practica) pol- 
itics, that a Democrat would slip into the 
house from the districts which were normal- 
ly Republican. 


Well Laid Plan Goes Awry. 


By increasing the disaffection among the 
Republicans and fomenting in the west a 
campaign against that condition of affairs 
which is mysteriously known as Cannonism 
the oldest and sanest of Democratic leaders 
believed they could elect a majority in the 
house in 1910. Thereupon they would be in 
control of legislation, because they could 
dictate to the administration in the matter 
of appropriations and general policy. 

This plan of campaign involved the per- 
manent shelving of Mr. Bryan and the choice 
of Johnson or Harmon or somebody of that 
type from the middle west who would make 
& rattling campaign against Taft two years 
thereafter. 

All of these plans have been smashed by 
the serious split among the Democrats in 
the house of representatives. They are get- 
ting farther and farther apart, and bad blood 
seems to be cropping up between the two 
factions to such an extent that any success- 
ful campaign for control of the next house 
is almost out of the question. There now is 
‘30 Democratic leader in the lower house of 
¢ongress who can draw after him more than 
*& respectable fragment of his party, and the 
situation in the senate is not much better. 


Cannon Forces the Break. 


The split was manifestly engineered by 
Cannon, and Fitzgerald and the other New 
York Democrats were almost open in their 
defiance to Champ Clark as the representa- 
tive of Bryan. If the split had been between 
the north and south, as such, it would have 
been easier to understand, but unfortunately 
the Tammany men were not supported by 
any Democrats from the Mississippi valley 
With the single exception of McDermott of 
Chicago. The other men of the party from 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois,*and Missouri stuck 
by the caucus and are still lined up with 
the nominal Democratic leader. 

Most of the southern Democrats have long 
Memories, and when Tammany sends a dele- 
ation to the next national convention the 
famous organization is likely to be openly 
stigmatized as a traitortotheparty. It used 
to be said of Tammany Hall that regularity 
was made to take the place of charity and

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MRS, LORILLARDJR. 
COMMITS SUICIDE, 


Slays Herself by Turnng On 
Gas in Her Residence 
in Washington. 


LEAVES FETE FOR DEATH. 


Jewels Worn at Dinner, Attend- 
ed by Many Prominent Per- 
sons, Still on Head When 
Her Body Is Found. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—Weary of 
society, and face to face, as she believed, 
with years of physical suffering, Mra. 
Pierre Lorillard Jr., aged 49, wife of the to- 
bacco magnate, committed suicide by as- 
ph mn at her home near the fashionable 
Dupont circle early today. 

Her tragic death has shocked the first so- 
cial circles of the capital as nothing else in 
yeare. Tonight the members of the Lorillard 
family, famous because of its wealth, are 
gathering here to mourn over the unexpected 
blow. In spite of the coroner's certificate of 
death by suicide, members of the family de- 
clare Mrs. Lorillard died of heart failure. 

Mrs. Lorillard left a note which the cor- 
oner has seen, but which Mr. Lorillard re- 
fused to allow to be made public. While 
addressed to no one, it is said it is personal 
in its nature. It is understood that it con- 
tains no declaration of an intention on the 
part of Mrs. Lorillard to take her life. 


Husband Calls It Accident. 

Mrs. Lorillard was Subject to frequent at- 
tacks of despondency, it is said. Tonight 
Mr. Lorillard stated that’ in his opinion the 
death of his wife was not due to suicidal in- 
tent, but was the result of an accident. He 
is said to have denied that his wife had left 
a note. : 

Extreme reticence is being maintainetl by 
the Lorillard family and all others who pos- 
sess information concerning the sudden 
death. Onlya few of the most intimate 
friends have been admitted to the home since 
the news spread of Mrs. Lorillard’s ddath. 

Inquiry at the residence met with the dec- 
laration that Mrs. Lorillard had not commit- 
ted suicide. 

“She died of heart failure,’ retorted the 
servants, 

When Coroner Nevitt notified the police of 
Mrs. Lorillard’s death an officer was sent to 
the residence to investigate, but he was de- 
nied admission, being referred to the coroner 
for such information as the police depart- 
ment might desire.

Death Follows Social Evént. 
The death was made more dramatic by oc- 
curring only a few hours after Mr. and Mrs. 


| Lorillard haé beet the gilests of Mrs. Richard 


Townsend, in Massachusetts avenue, at a din- 
ner given in honor of Lady Paget. In fact, it 
is believed that as soon as Mrs. Lorillard 
arrived at her home, 2030 Hillyer place, 
shortly after midnight this morning, she 
began to prepare for her death. ° 

About 8:30 o’clock this morning the butler 
in the Lorillard residence detected an odor 
of gas. With little difficulty the origin of 
the fumes was traced to Mrs. Lorillard’s 
apartments. Opening the door of the bath- 
room just off of her syite the butler was 
horrified to behold the body of the mistress 
of the house stretched out lifeless on the 
floor. Her face was turned to the mat on 
the, floor. 

The alarm given by the butler brought Mr. 
Lorillard from his apartments across the 
hall. Together they carried the limp body 
to Mrs. Lorillard’s room. Panic stricken, 
the servant was dispatched for a doctor, 
while Mr. Lorillard attempted to revive his 
wife by means of artificial respiration. Dr. 
M. F. Cuthbert, the family physician, was 
summoned, and arrived about the same time 
that Dr. H. B. Deale was admitted to the 
residence. Both resorted to every scientific 
method within their power to restore life, 
but after an hour's efforts gave up in 
despair. 


Coroner Calls It Suicide. 

Shortly afterward Dr. J. Ramsey Nevitt. 
the coroner, was notified. He visited the 
Lorillard home, and after an investigation 
ordered Deputy Coroner Glazebrook to per- 
form an autopsy, upon the completion of 
which Dr. Nevitt issued a certificate of 
death of suicide by gas poisoning. He said 
later that gas was escaping from one or 
more jets in the bathroom when the body was 
discovered and the condition of the lungs 
indicated death by gas poisoning. 

The last person to see Mrs. Lorillard alive 
was her husband. He bade her good night 
as they separated to go to their apartments 
after returning home about midnight from 
the Townsend residence. Mrs. Lorillard was 
seemingly in the best of spirits. . 

She had joined freely in the social festivi- 
ties of the evening at the Townsend home, 
where had gathered the Brazilian ambas- 
sador and Mme. Nabuco, the Danish min- 
ister and Countess Moltke, the secretary of 
the navy and Mrs. Meyer, Senator and Mrs. 
Lodge, Senator and Mrs. Aldrich, Senatar 
Root, Mr. and Mrs. Robert Bacon, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. C. Endicott of Boston, Lady Clif- 
ford of England, Col. and Mrs. Colin Camp- 
bell, Col. and Mrs. McCawley, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clarence Moore, the Hon. Maude Paunce- 
fote, Commodore Rodgers, Rear Admiral 
Cowles, and Capt. Archibald Butt, military 
aid of the president. 


Diamond Still on Head. 

Mrs. Lorillard’s bed had the appearance of 
not having been occupied during the night. 
Mrs. Lorillard had disrobed after arriving 
home and when found her body was clothed 
in a dressing gown. The dog collar of dia- 
monds she wore at the dinner had been re- 
moved before she went to the bathroom, but 
the costly circlé of diamonds that adorned 
her hair had not been displaced. 

The Lorillards have lived at Hillyer place, 
which is only a stone’s throw from Dupont 
circle and in the heart of the fashionable 
community between Dupont and Sheridan 
circles, since January. Immediately pre- 
ceding that time Mrs. Lorillard was in Eu- 
rope, and while in France consulted an emj- 
nent physician in regard to her ailment. The 
family has been prominent each summer 
for several years past at Tuxedo Park, and 
they have spent their winters in Washington. 
About a year ago they leased a fashionable 
residence on Connecticut avenue for the sea- 
son, and the winter before entertained in a 
house on Massachusetts avenue. 

Mrs. Lorillard, before her marriage te Mr, 
Lorillard in 1881, was Miss Caroline J. Ham- 
ilton. She is survived by two sons, one of 
whom ié6 now traveling in the orient, and the

Both Sons of King Peter Push 
Aside a Crown. 


MAY BE POLITICS IN MOVE. 


Crown Prinee George Notorious in 
Europe for Excesses, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BELGRADE, March 25.—Crown Prince 
George of Servia has sent to the premier his 
renunciation of the right of succession to the 
throne. It followed upon the campaign of 
comment which has been carried on in the 
press against the excesses which the young 
prince has carried out. The climax of this 
comment was reached when the prince was 
practically accused of having slain one of the 
palace servants. 

The premier returned the letter of renun- 
ciation to King Peter upon the advice of 
parliament that he had no legal! right In ac- 
cepting any message of such grave import 
from the hands of the prince. 

The situation is further complicated by 
the action of Prince Alexander, the second 
gon of the king, in declining to accept the suc- 
cession and declaring that neither his father 
nor the parliament had the right or power to 
force him into the place. 


Public Wants Younger Prince. 

This action of the younger son of the royal 
house was a blow to the general public, which 
was greatly pleased with the renunciation of 
the elder prince, and hoped it would mean 
his permanent obliteration. Prince George's 
wild career and contempt of law have scan- 
dalized the country. Alexander, the younger 
brother, is much more intelligent, and would 
be a much more acceptable heir to the 
throne. 

One thing definite is hoped for. This is a 
lightening of the war clouds which have 
hung for so long over the Balkans. Prince 
George has been considered the leader of the 
war party, and his firebrand speeches have 
done much to inflame the people against 
Austria-Hungary. For this reason it ig 
thought the renunciation of his rights may 
have been due to pressure brought upon 
George by the peace party. 

The letter of Prince George was sent to 
Premier Novakovitch without the knowledge 
or consent of the king. Immediately on the 
receipt of the letter, the premier notified the 
members of the cabinet of its contents and 
summoned an urgency meeting of the cab- 
inet for this afternoon, at which King Peter 
presided. 

Cabinet Turns Down Plea. 

The cabinet decided that the premier is 
incompetent to receive a direct communica- 
tion from Crown Prince George, who ifs sub- 
ject only to his father’s authority. The pre- 
mier will, therefore, advise the prince to ad- 
dress himself to the king. The prince's let- 
ter reads as follows: 

“ Driven by unjustified insintations, based 
on an unfortunate occurrence, I beg in de- 
fense of my honor, a8 Well as my conscience, 
to declare that I renounce all claims to the 
throne a& well as any other privileges to 
which I am entitled. I beg you to take the 
necessary steps that this action may receive 
sanction. I place my services as a soldier 
and a citizen at the disposal of the king and 
the fatherland. I am ready to give my life 
for them.” 

The “unfortunate occurrence” of which 
George's letter speaks was the death of one 
of his servants, a man named Kolakovits, 
and it is now learned that the prince took 
this action because of a threatened interpei- 
lation in the national assembly on this sub- 

t. 

go Fi servant Kolakovits, was removed to a 
hospital last week suffering from serious in- 
ternal injuries and he died after an opera- 
tion. According to the report of the doctors 
who performed an autopsy, the man suffered

stairs. In the current reports Kolakovits 
before his death aseerted that the injuries to 
his head and abdomen had been inflicted by 
the crown prince. ‘ 

There have been many previous reports of 
the brutalities of this hair brained youth 
} sinee-he came to Belgrade after the murders 
of King Alexander and Queen Draga in 1908. 
Statesmen and officials of high and low 
degree are said to have been beaten and fired 
on by the prince during fits of crazy anger. 
Another story credits him with the murder 
of a gamekeeper and still another with an 
attempt to kill two footmen who opposed 
his efforts to force his way into a Belgrade 
nunnery. 

London Sees New Hope. 

LONDON, March 25.~—The Balkan difficulty 
has assumed a new aspect owing to the news 
of the abdication of the Servian crown 
prince. 

There are not wanting those, both here and 
at Vienna, who believe that a political move 
underlies his renunciation. Whether or not 
this is the case, it is certain that the re- 
moval of the crown prince from the scene is 
a step making for peace. It will be easier 
under present conditions for Servia to retreat 
from a difficult situation. 


Peace Moves by Austria. 


VIENNA, Margh 25.—The joint council of

THREATENS TO KILL GIRL

The letter. which is In the hands of Post- 
office Inspector J. E. Stuart, is said to be of 
an exceedingly vulgar character and toclose 
with the following threat: 

If you do not etop working for Sidney I will kill 
both you and him. 

The name signed to the missive is * Willie 
Everett’ and the writer says he is chauffeur 
for the family of Franklin C. Jocelyn, 4247 
Drexel boulevard. He requests that an an- 
swer be sent in the care of a member of the 
Jocelyn family and says he will commit sul- 
cide if an answer is not sent. 

Members of the Jocelyn family do not know 
the man and say they have no chauffeur. , 

The letter is written in an apparently dis- 
guised hand, beginning with letters slanting 
to the left and closing with perpendicular 
ones. Inspector Stuart thinks it was writ- 
ten by a woman. Mr. Kahnweiler is inclined 
to think a man wrote it with the intention of 
interfering with his campaign.

Senator Wesley L. Jones of Washirigton, 
who with Senator Burton of Ohio was pro- 
moted from the house, pays a warm tribute 
to his wife, an unusual contribution to an 


cial publication. 

The sketch of Mr. Jones says he “ was mar- 
ried to Minda Nelson at Enfield, Lil, in the 
fall of 1886, and whatever success he has at- 
tained is due to her earnest, faithful help and 
cheerful self-denial.” 

Mr. Jones also unfolds an unusual profes- 
sional experience—"‘ has never acted as at- 
torney for any rallroad, telegraph, or express 
company, or for any public service corpora- 
tion.”’ 


Champion of American Lawmakers. 

The house of representatives of the sixty- 
first congress embraces in its membership 
the champion legislator in American his- 
tory, for Edward Thomas Taylor, representa- 
tive at large from Colorado, says of his 
twelve years’ service in the senate of his 
state: 

*‘ Has the reputation of having been the 
author of more important laws and consti- 
tutional amendments than any person that 
ever sat in any legislature of any state of the 
union during the history of the government— 
over forty general statutes and five separate 
constitutional amendments that were adopt- 
ed by a vote of the people.”’ 

While serving as postmaster at Caruthers- 
ville, Representative Crow of Missouri re- 
lates that ‘“‘ several times he called the atten- 
tion of congress to the manner of weighing | 
mails; congress finally revised the method, 
whereby it is estimated that a saving of 
$10,000,000 a year was effected.”

Entire New Plans for Under- 
ground Lines May Be Sub-' 
mitted to City~Council. 


Chicago will be digging its street car sub- 
way and the railroads will be digging a belt 
tunnel inclosing the downtown business dis- 
trict within the next two years Mayor 
Busse is allowed to have his way ine mat- 
ter. In addition the terminals of the railways 
will be electrified and the smoke nuisance 
practically abolished. 

These are the great achievements the 
mayor hopes to accomplish before the term 
of his office expires two years hence, accord- 
ing to one of his closest advisers. 

It-developed during the day that the admin- 
istration probably will take the initiative in 
the creation of the railroad subway as it has 
in the building of the underground street 
railway system. The city will codperate with 
the Illinois Central in its plans for a subter- 
ranean loop, but it will insist on the broaden- 
ing of the scheme to include all of the roads 
and will také the proposition out of the Cen- 
tral’s bands if any disposition is shown to ex- 
clude competitors. 


New Plans May Be Ordered. 

At the same time it transpired that an up- 
heaval in the plans for the traction subway 
is impending. It is probable that an entirely 
new set of plans for this underground sys- 
tem will be drawn before a single spade is 
set in earth and that Engineer Bion J. Ar- 
nold’s ideas of construction will be adopted. 

The present subway plans are contained in 
the special report prepared by the subway 
division of the city engineering bureau of 
which City Engineer Ericson is chief. The 
report was presented to the council's com- 
mittee on local transportation, where it now is 
pending. 

Whether these plans will be recommended 
to the council remaing to be seen. It orig- 
inally’was intended that the subway division 
merely should gather information of the 
state of underground Chicago on which the 
actual subway construction plans later 
would be based. But the division went the 
whole route, delivering a full fledged set of

Pierre Lorillard 
Sr. founded Tuxedo Park, and the Lorillards 
have two residencesa,there, but both of these 
have been closed the greater part of the 
winter, Pierre Lorillard Jr. and his wife 
having decided to join the social colony in 
Washington, while Mrs. Pierre Lorillard Sr.

Mrs. Pierre Lorillard the elder was greatly 
shocked at the news and wasthe more deeply 
affected owing to the fact that her health 
recently has not been of the best. 

When the report that death was due ta 
suicide was communicated to the companion 
of the aged woman steps were taken at once 
to prevent any hint of that nature reaching 
her ears. The companion declared she felt 
the gravest responsibility would rest upon 
her until the arrival of a letter from her son 
in Washington. Herson could, she was sure, 
communicate the news in the gentlest way, 
and in the meanwhile she regarded it as be- 
ing of the utmost importance that it did 
not reach Mrs. Lorillard from any other 
source. 

The death of Mrs. Pierre Lorillard was a 
shock to her friends in this city. None could 
ascribe a satisfactory reason for the suicide. 


Friend Talks of Death. 

**Mrs. Lorillard was one of the most 
charming and accomplished women in New 
York society,” said one of these tonight. 
“She enjoyed all that wealth could supply, 
and at no time did she appear to be other 
than perfectly normal. She spent most of 
her time abroad. 

“A devoted student of art, a lover of the 
best in literature, a linguist and musician 
of high order, and accomplished in every 
way, she was a woman far above the ordi- 
nary. , That she should have committed sui- 
cide, particularly when she knew that such 
an act must cause her aged mother in Switz- 
erland the keenest agony, must be attributed 
to a fit of insanity or melancholy which at- 
tacked her suddeniw’’ . 

A friend of Mrs. Lorillard who visited her 
in Washington two weeks ago d Mrs. 
Lorillard then was in the highest spirits and 
was planning for her customary trip to 
Europe, where she was to meet her mother, 
Mrs. Hamilton... She spoke in terms of af- 
fection of her sons, Griswold and Pierre 
Loriliard IIl., and seemed to be more than 
usually happy.

DEATH FROM ACID 


Vincennes, Ind., Police Are 
Baffled in Case of) Poi- 
-soned Woman. 


CLEW POINTS TO SUICIDE. 


Relatives, However, Insist It’s 


Murder and Impugn a For- 
: mer Rival. 


Vincennes, Ind., March 25.—[Special.}—The 
sensational poisoning case, wherein Mrs. 
Russell Culbertson died today fromra dose of 
carbolic acid which she had swalléwed or 
had been ¢orced to swallow, remains shroud- 
ed in mystery.. The police are working upon- 
both the suicide and murder theories, but 
have been unable to bring about a solution 
ofeither. — 

Tonight, however, they found in Mrs. Cul- 
bertson’s room the muslin cloth from which 
had been torn the bandage found about the 
woman’s head. The muslin was found in 
Mrs. Culbertson’s trunk. The officers admit 
this discovery strengthens the suicide theory. 

But if, the police say, Mrs. Culberteon com- 
mitted suicide, she carefully and cleverly 
arranged the scene of the tragedy so that 
suspicion of murder should be thrown upon 
another woman, who, she knew, had been her 
husband's sweetheart before her own mar- 
riage with him. 

Seek Another Woman in Vain. 

This woman the police have tried alfjday to 
find. They were informed that she was in 
Paris, Ky., but a telephone message from 
there said she gave up her position about 
three months ago and left, presumably for 
A rumor that she was 
with a sister in Hillsboro, IIL,. also was in- 
vestigated, but it was learned that she had 
not been there, and that her sister did not 
know her present address. 

The husband of the dead woman and the 
members of his family insist that Mrs. Cul- 
bertson was murdered. They point out that 
a deep bruise on her hip, where she had re- 
ceived a heavy blow, and bruises on her arm 
are conclusive proof that she had a desperate 
struggle with assailants before she was 
overcome. 

They say they have carefully and minutely 
followed the actions of Mrs. Culbertson from 
the time she left the house of Joseph Brazle- 
ton, her father-in-law, with whom she lived, 
until she was found unconscious In a shed in 
Neighbors were at- 
tracted to the shed by hearing loud groans. 


Accuses Man and Woman. 

They found her stretched on the floor of the 
shed, almost unconscious, and carried her 
into the house. Whisky was poured down 
her throat and she revived long enough to 
exclaim: 

“A man and a woman dragged me out of 
the closet into the shed and forced me to 
swallow something.”’ 

In the closet of Mrs. Culbertson’s room her 
aprom was found hanging. In a pocket was 
a letter bearing the words ‘“*‘ good-by ” and 
containing a small plaster of paris replica of 
a crossbenes. Mrs. Culbertson did not speak 


again until she died. 

Her husband, arriving last evening from 
Lawrenceville, Ill., where he is employed as 
a bookkeeper for a lumber company, sat by 
his dying wife all night, entreating her to 
speak and tell him more of the alleged at- 
tack. But Mrs. Culbertson did not regain 
consciousness. 

When Mrs. Culbertson was found a strig of 
muslin was tightly wrapped under her jaws 
and over the top of her head so as to hold the 
mouth tightly closed. This bandage had pre- 
vented her lips from being burned by the 
acid. It had burned the inside of her mouth 
and her throat and enough of it had passed 
into the stomach to cause death. 


Family Insists It’s Murder. 

The members of her family maintain that 
she. could not herself have placed this ban- 
dage about her head and then swallowed the 
acid. Her teeth must have been pried apart 
and the acid forced into her mouth by others, 
they say, who first suppressed her cries by 
having bound her jaws after they had 
knocked her down with aclub. 

Mrs. Edna Culbertson, sister-in-law of the 
dead woman, was her intimate companion. 
Bhe said that the Woman she charged with 
the murder had declared in her presence that 
she would murder Russell Culbertson if he 
married the Woman now dead. 

‘IT am confident,’’ said Mrs. Edna Culbert- 
gon, ‘that the murderers will be arrested, 
and that it will be found that the crime was 
done by the woman that Russell used to go 
with and a man I do not know. This woman 
used to follow Russell wherever he went. In 
my house one night before Russell even had 
met Jessie, this woman said to Russell: ‘ You 
do not love me any more, but I'll follow you 
to the end of this earth.’ To me on one 
occasion she said: ‘Edna, J am going to get 
him. I will take poison, and with my dying 
breath I will say, ‘‘ Russell, why did you do 


this?’’ ’ ee

WAYMAN ACTS IN THE CASE.

Wayman expects the evidence to develop 
from a grand jury investigation today. Sub- 
poenas were issued yesterday for twenty-five 
witnesses. .« 

HaeNeman’s friende got his name on the offi- 
clal ballot as the independent candidate by 
filing petitions with 1,122 names, but it is 

lleged investigation proved many of the 

ignatures were forgeries, 238 were net reg- 
istered voters, and fifty-three were not resi- 
dente of the district. Joseph F. Capp, the 
regular Republican candidate,. filed the 
charges against Halleman’s petition and suc- 
ceeded in having the election commission- 
ers take the independent candidate’s name 
the ballot. Then matter was brought 

to the notice of Mr. man. 


Aims at the Leaders. 

Mr. Wayman’s first step was to impound 
the petitions. He feared the men responsi- 
ble for the alleged irregularities might suc- 
ceed in removing them from the city clerk's 
office. Mr. Wayman showed little inclina- 
tion- to discuss the matter during the day,’ 
but what he did say indicated thatsome men 
well known in the ward were aimed at. 

Halleman is a business man of high stand- 
ing and was referred to as the “ uplift candi- 
date."" He promised to make things interest- 
ing for Capp and Hanse Blase, the Demo- 
cratic candidate. Friends of Halleman be- 
Heve he was duped by men who had political 
axes to grind. 

Handwriting experts ere ready to swear 
that many of the names were written by the 
same hand and detectives claim that men 
who made false affidavits regarding the resi- 
dence of the alleged signers did so with full 
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kept under police surveillance in the evening. 
Men prominent in the regular ward organiza- 
tion are back of the charges. 

Wayman Hides His Hand. 

The entire investigation was conducted 
with the utmost secrecy, and care was taken 
to prevent the names of any of the witnesses 
becoming public.

Lodged in Pittsburg Jail. 

March 25.—Fearing for the 
safety of their prisoners if they were taken 
to Sharon or the county seat at Mercer, 
officers tonight brought James H. Boyle and 
his wife, accused of kidnaping Willie Whitla, 
to the Allegheny county jail here. They 
were brought here in a special car, guarded 
by sixteen detectives and officers.

On the arrival here the prisoners were 
placed in an automobile and rushed to the 
county jail. Boyle was manacled and guarded 
by two detectives.

On the arrival at the jail, Mrs. Boyle looked 
around and said: ‘“ This looks a little better 
than Cleveland, anyway.” 

Boyle and his wife have made it easy for 
the officers by waiving extradition papers 
and coming voluntarfy to Pennsylvania.

South Chicago Man Hurries Home Just 
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Three College Heads Speak at 
American Academy of Medicine 


BROAD KNOWLEDGE NEEDED. 


Many Subjects of Study Said to Be Yital 
Before Technical Training. 


A tendency of the time to shelve the clas- 
sics and laud natural sciences as a superior 
means to the developing of a liberal educa- 
tion was pointed out by the speakers who 
addressed the second midyear meeting of the 
American Academy of Medicine in the Audi- 
torium hotel hast night. 
‘* What Constitutes a Liberal Education in 
the Twentieth Century ’’ was the subject of 
discussion of the concluding session of 
a conference which began yesterday 
morning. The speakers were George F. 
MacLean, president of the state university 
of Iowa, Charles F. Thwing, president of 
Western Reserve university, and Thomas 
McClelland, president of Knox college. 
“The methods of the old colleges were 
proper, but the student of today has a range 
of subjects much broader," said President 
McClelland. “Allow me to quote one defini- 
tion which seems to me to grasp the scope of 
a liberal education today: 

“A Liberal Education.” 
“* Everything that puts a man ip touch 
with the world in which he lives is consid- 
ered a liberal education. The natural 
sciences are today taking the place of the 
classics. This change is going on every- 
where.’ 
‘* The college courses should not be short- 
ened for the benefit of the professional 
schools. The educated man is not the spe- 
cialist. Today the student should have an 
acquaintance with a broad range of subjects 
before he begins his technical studies.” 
‘The liberally educated man has entered 
the arcana of learning, but he is not weighted 
down and incumbered with the treasures he 
brings forth,” said President Thwing. “ He 
is still intellectually alert. He has made him- 
self a partner in humanity's life. He can 
judge truth and assess truth at a fair value. 
‘*A contribution to Nberal education lies. 
in what I may call atmospheres. An atmos- 
phere is the spirit of a place, and it may 
come from many different sources to affect 
the life of an individual. 

‘“*T have seen worshipers on the Ganges lift 
hand in prayer to the rising sun and bathe 
their faces in the golden light. I believe it 
was good for them thustodo. The worship 
drew them out of themselves. It gave them 
affiliations with what they regarded as di- 
vine. In a liberal education there must be 
this same element of the infinite. 


Must Open the Mind. 

“Tf an Italian painter 300 years ago wished 
to paint an interior he always left a door 
open or an outlook at some window. It saved 
the beholder from narrowness and closeness, 
A liberal education must open the mind to 
the supreme.

Contractors’ New Employes Name

A novel method of breaking a strike was 


adopted yesterday by tile layers imported 


from various parts of the country by Chi- : 


cago tile congractors. The strikebreakers 


| formed a full fledged union in opposition to 


the organization of strikers. 

The new union was formed at a meeting 
of the strikxebreakers held in room 408 Ma- 
sonic temple. A complete set of officers 
was elected and 108 members signed the 
roster of the union. This is more than the 
total number of members in the union on 
strike. 

It is likely the new union will receive the 
indorsement of the tile contractors’ asso- 
ciation at a meeting to be held this even- 
ing. Officers of the “ strikebreakers’ union “ 
said several of the strikers signed the roster 
of the new organization, because they were 
dissatisfied, it was said, with the tactics of 
the strikers.

Magnate Plans Consulting Board 
to Manage Properties. 


COVERS ALL HIS HOLDINGS. 


Group of Four Men to Be Powerful 
iu Business World. : 


| The real purpose of E. H. Harriman’'s west- 
ern trip is said to be to form a consulting 
board of the most eminent officials of dif- 
ferent departments of hie railroad system. 
The men thus chosen will manage the big 
properties under general sypervision of Mr. 
Harriman himself. This board will consist 
of the following officials: 

WILLIAM R. BERRIN, chief counsel of the 
Southern Pacific. 

JULIUS ERUTTSCHNITT, director of main- 
tenance and operation of Harriman lines. 

J. C. STUBBS, traffic manager of Harriman 
properties, 

WILLIAM HOOD, chief engineer of Southern 
Pacific, 

To this group will be intrusted the com- 
plete management of the gigantic interests 
which Mr. Harriman has built up through- 
out the United States. Mr. Harriman will dic- 
tate policies; his advisers will relieve him of 
active management of his holdings. 

This arrangement, it is said, will not be 
limited to railroad properties, but wil] ex- 
ténd to numerous electric lines between Salt 
Lake and Los Angeles; the enormous oil in- 
terests in the United States and Mexico; the 
steamship enterprises on the Pacific and the 
gulf; and many power projects in western 
states. 

Heretofore the responsibility has devolved 
solely upon Mr. Harriman, and he has 
been compelled to devote himself to the task 
with unceasing energy. 


Physician Dictated His Course. 
Prompted by his physician the magnate 
has reached the conclusion that it is too 
much for one man to handle and he de- 


termined to call more intimately to his aid 
the men who have been closest to him dur- 
ing the extensive operations. In doing this 
he has shown preference to western men, 
who. laid the foundation for his commercial 
supremacy and helped him maintain it. 

Mr. Harriman has been a slave to the 
principle of unification and standardization. 
For this reason he will have his interests 
centered under one main authority. De- 
partments, he argues, must be created to 
insure maximum efficiency. 

The new arrangement will make the 
Herrin, Kruttschnitt, Stubbs, and Hood com- 
bination the most powerful in the com- 
mercial world. Each one an authority in 
his line of work. together they represent all 
the essentials of effective railroad manage- 
ment. The four men had their training in 
San Francisco. 


Asks Profits from Harriman. 

New York, March 25.—[ Special. ]|—Edward 
H, Harriman is defendant in a suit now pend- 
ing in the Supreme court, in which John 
Donovan of St. Joseph. Mo., demands $800,- 
000 from Harriman as his share of the 
profit made by Harriman by the sale 
of the St. Joseph Railway, Light, Heat and 
Power company, which Harriman controlled. 

Negotiations for an amicable agreement 
were begun, but on Oct. 1, 1898. Donovan 
alleges, a contract was made by which Dono- 
van agreed to abandon all his plans for the 
competing road and devote his time and sery- 
ices to forwarding the interests of the Harri- 
manroad. In consideration of his agreement 
to abandon the competing line enterprise 
Donovan says Harriman promised to give 
him 25 per cent of all money Harriman might 
realize over and above the $1,100,000 which 
Harriman had expended in the pfirchase of 
the road and improvements. 

Donovan says he adhered to his part of the 
contract until November, 1901, when he 
learned Harriman had sold out his holdings 
in the company for $4,400,000.

WHO BAR BABIES. 


Bill at Springfield Makes Mis- 
demeanor of Refusal to 
Take Families as Tenants. 


PENALTY OF $50 TO $100. 


Real Estate Men Divided in Opin- 
ion Over Effect of Measure 
on Grouchy Owners. 


Discriminating and grouchy landlords will 
lay themselveg open to the penalties of the 
law by barring families with children from 
apartment houses if the bill introduced at 
Springfield yesterday by Representative 
Frank McNichols of this city becomes a law. 

The bill provides that it shall be unlawful 
and to be against public y for any land- 
lord to discriminate against families where 
there are children under 14 years of age. It 
is also declared to be equally reprehensible 
for any landlord to insert a clause. forfeiting 
a lease In case a baby is born to the tenant 


family or a child adopted 
Violation of the act is made a misdemeanor 


punishable hy a fine of from §50 to $100 for 
each separate offense. 


Agents Think Law Futile. 

The general sentiment seems to be that it 
will not be productive of any particular re- 
sults for the reason that landlords will find 
some other excuse to shut out families with 
children. 
That was the opinion of William A. Bond, 
who declared such a question could not be 


controlled by legislation. 

“So far as we are concerned,” said Mr. 
Bond, *“‘ we do not discriminate in this matter 
anything more than to inquire carefully into 
the reputation of those applying to us for 
apartments, but undoubtedly there are a good 
many landlords with new apartment build- 
ings who do not take kindly to young chil- 


dren. 
“ There are tenants, too, who do not care to 


rent in buildings where there are many young 
children, so that considerable care has to 
be exercised at times in meeting this ques- 


tion. 
“TI ne heard of the clause with reference 


to the birth of babies or the adoption of chil- 
dren being inserted in any lease.” 


Some Expect Good Results. 
Other real estate men believe the proposed 
law will go a long way toward minimizing 
what has become a real hardship among 


families. 

James H. Stover of Eugene A. Bournique 
& Co., who handle such high grade buildings 
as the Raymond, 23 Lake Shore drive, on the 
north side, and the Bryson on the south side, 
declared they did not discriminate against 
children. but that much of it was being done.

E John” Maynard Harlan Tells 
‘Women of Fashion They Can 
Speak with Authority. 


SPEAKS TO SCRIBBLERS. 


Club’s Members Say They Will 
Join Movement Against 
the Payne Tariff. 


Indignation against the glove and stock- 
ing iniquities of the proposed tariff is stirr- 
ing even those women whose apparel is in- 
voiced in the imported stock, which will not 
be unduly taxed. 

Mrs. Harold McCormick, Mrs. Lockwood 
Honoré, Mrs. Edward S. Adams, and other 
members of the Scribbiers’ club, heard all 
about it from John Maynard Harlan yester- 
day when he addressed the club at Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick's residence. 

At the close of the afternoon most of the 
women expressed themselves as intending to 
take individual action, whether or not any 
eoncerted measures would be taken by the 
club. 

“I will write a personal letter te Wash- 
ington,’’ said Mrs. McCormick, “and will 
address it to the ways and means conmmnit- 
tee protesting against the bill—and I wish 
that I could only feel that anything I could 
say would do any good. Any little influence 
of mine is certainly on the side of those who 
will have to pay this undue tax. 

“I would be giad if I felt that a letter from 
the club would do any good, and I think they 
will vote to send one when they realize how 
much good it will do. We are talking the 
question over among ourselves, and there is 
@ wonderful eagerness in all of the members 
to know more ahout it. I think they are 
now talking it over with their husbands and 
fathers, and when they exactly understand 
the situation will agree to take action. There 
is a most decided feeling that the club wishes 
to do something.”’ 


Mrs. Harlan Suggests Topic. 

A fortnight ago Mr. Harlan received the 
invitation to speak before the club, which is 
an informal body of women of the fashion- 
able circle, who meet every two weeks at the 
residences of the members. 

Mr. Harlan during the day was reminded 
by his wife of the engagement. He had de- 
layed the preparation of his subject and 
Mrs. Harlan, who has taken considerable 
interest in the stocking and glove agitation, 
Suggested that the tariff on these article of 
women's apparel would form about the most 
timely topic on which he could speak. 

Among those who gave their interest and 
attention were Mrs. Potter Palmer Jr., Mrs. 
Frederic Clay Bartlett, Mrs. John A. Car- 
penter, Mrs. Charles D. Norton, Mrs. Kellogg 
Fairbank, Mrs. Charles Pike? Mrs. Lockwood 
Honoré, Mrs. Hugh McBirney Johnston, and 
Miss Ethel Hooper. : 


Can Speak with Authority. 


An abbreviated report of Mr. Harlan’s 
words to them was something like this: 

“ The influence of the high tariff extends to 
women. You have yourself interests and 
this gives you the right to protest. The tariff 
on cotton and woolen stockings and under- 
wear of the lower grades will be increased for 

the protection of the man who manufacturers 
. these gaments here, and he immediately will 
put up the price when he has no foreign com- 
petition. 

“ Now is the time when the women of all 
stations socially can act to purpose, because 
the proposed measure toughes them. With- 
in a month it may be too late, the bill may 
have passed, but if the women act with or- 
ganize* effort they may now accomplish 
gemeihing Wiiich will be of permanent good. 

“ Women heretofore have complained they 
could not ‘ obtain a hearing * on public ques- 
tions, but the recent developments have mod- 
ified the situation. Here is a subject on 
which women are the experts. They can 
speak with authority, and the whole nation 

Wilt listen.” 


Just What They Want to Do. 


*This,’’ said Mrs. Adams, “ is exactly what 
we wish to do. Personally, I wish to know 
more about it and mean to find out. Then if 
the measure is what I think it is I should 
wish to write a letter to Washington about 
it, protesting whether the club did so or not. 
It takes so long for the club to actas awhole 
and it never has acted on anything. It isn't 
that kind of a club. It merely meets informa|l- 
ly and doesn't consider questions like that. 
But I should think a lot of individual protests 

would do really motfe good. And I believe 
“every woman after she has investigated a lit- 
tle further will wish to do that. I know that 
my friends have all been concerned not to 
have such an injustice done.”’ 

Mrs. Honoré and nearly all of the wom- 
en said practically the same thing. 

“T am interested..I mean to investigate 
further just as rapidly as I can,’ said Mrs. 
Honoré. “If the measure is really bad, I 
shall wish to use my ihfluence against it.”’ 

“*T am particularly Anterested in legisia- 
tion,’ said Mrs. Bartlett, ‘‘and I feel, as 
@very other woman did at Mrs. McCormick's 
this afternoon, that we must and will in- 
vestigate and act at once. I shall wish to 
protest, if the measure is as it seems.’’

was accordingly expected to cover a multi- 
tude of sins. Recently, however, in state 
and national conventions Tammany Hall has 
been an open kicker, and the last rebellion 
against the Democratic caucus has sown 
seeds of bitter enmity throughout the south 
against anything which Tammany Hall 
wants from the party in the future. \. 


Tammany Revolt Reunites South. 

There is not now a single Democrat of 
commanding influence in congress from any 
of the northern states. The acknowledged 
leader of the party in both house and sen- 
ate is a southerm man, and the inevitable 
result of the rebellion headed by Tammany 
is to consolidate the southern influence. 
Some of the men from that section eyen go 
so far as to say that if they have to take 
a man from the north it will in no case be 
anybody from New York onthe surrounding 
states. There even is a disposition to creep 
back to Mr. Bryan. in spite of the fact that 
he has been three times defeated, because he 
at least is capable of making a smashing 


campaign on the stump. 

There is no doubt that the southern lead- 
ers were prepared, like most of the rest of 
the party, to let the Peerless Leader alone 
for the future. The Tammany revolt, how- 
ever, has started the feeling once more in 
his favor, and it is manifest that Bryan is 
much stronger among the southern Demo- 
crats than he was immediately after the 
election. 

There alsojis developing a radical difference 
of opinion tween the sections regarding 
the treatment of the trusts, the corporations, 
and the railroads. The southern Demo- 
crats who follow Champ Clark insist that 
Fitzgerald, Burton, Harrison, Goulden, and 
other New York Democrats who refused to 
recognize the caucus are corporation men 
pure and simple. The Clark men charge 
that the influence of the.Standard Oi) com- 
pany, the sugar trust, the brewery trust, 
and the other great combinations was re- 
sponsible for the attitude of Fitzgerald and 


his associates. 


Want Bryan Principles Anyhow. 

The southern men say they might be willing 
to give up Bryan merely on the ground of his 
lack of availability, as demonstrated by three 
unsuccessful campaigns for the presidency. 
They are by no means willing, however, to 
abandon any of the principles for which 
Bryan always has stood. They believe theo- 
retically in free trade still, although they all 
want protection for local products, and they 
expect to carry on unceasing warfare against 
the trusts and big corporations generally. 

They hope for a great deal from the decision 
favorable to the Standard Oil campany in the 
Chicago case, and the southern leaders say 
that under no condition will they allow them- 
selves ever again to become the tail to the 
Tammany kite. They might accept Johnson 
of Minnesota because they have been told he 
is even more radical than Bryan himself. 

They will not follow any New York Demo- 
crat nor any leader who may spring up in 
New Jersey or Pennsylvania or that séction 
of the country. Harmon of Ohio does not ap- 
pear to meet their expectations—first of all, 
because he was in Grover Cleveland's cab- 
inet, and secondly because he has been gen- 
erally ranked as a corporation lawyer. 

What worries the party leaders most is that 
the defection of the Tammany men has prac- 
tically left them without any issue on which 
to appeal to the people in the next congres- 
sional election. The position taken by Mr. 
Broussard of Louisiana in voting with the 
Republicans to report the Payne tariff bill 
and his affiliation with the Tammany Demo- 
crats who have refused to give all their sup- 
port to the party leader in the house make 
it extremely difficult to go before the people 
on the tariff issue, no matter how the Payne 
bill may be remodeled for the worse by the 
senate. 

“Rules Fight” Issue Smashed. 

In attacking the rules of the house the 
party leaders thought they had an issue 
which would be immensely popular in the 
Mississippi valley. They figured out that 
with three or four exceptions al] the insur- 
gents were from that section of the country, 
and it therefore was estimated that there 
must be a strong undercurrent there in favor 
of a complete revision of the house rules. 
When so many Democrats, more than a score 
jn number, broke away from the party lead- 
ership and voted with Speaker Cannon and 
the Republicans, it became nearly impossible 
to conduct a campaign as a partisan matter 
with the house rules as the issue. The reg- 
ular Republicans at any time will be able to 
point to the public record of a large number 
of Democrats in opposition to the reforms 
proposed by the party leaders, and it will at 
least be difficult to insist that opposition to 
the house rules shall be made a test of party 
regularity. 

Practically the only hope of the Democrats 
lies In the action of the Republican insur- 
gents in the house. If they carry the fight 
into the primaries and into the next congres- 
sional campaign the Democrats may be 
gainers to a small extent, but the breaking 
down of party lines in the house has been so 
complete that in the opinion of political lead- 
ers on both sides any campaign made in 1910 
with the house rules as an issue will be de- 
pendent entirely on the local political senti- 
ment in the individual districts, and will not 
be of such a character that it will have any 


great national significance.

DEMOCRACY’S WAR |DENY PAYNE BILL 


AIDS “OIL TRUST” 


Vreeland and Smith Claim 
Countervailing Duty Would / 
Help Rivals. | ; 


MANY ATTACKS ARE MADE 


Both Republicans and Democrats 
See Faults in a Number 
of Items. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—A voluntary 
admission by Mr. Vreeland of New York that 
he was to some extent responsible for the re- 
tention in the Payne tariff bill of the counter- 
vailing duty on oil was the climax of the 
day’s discussion of the tariff in the house 


today. 

Mr. Vreeland had sat for some time and 
heard various insinuations that that duty, 
which some have characterized as a “* joker,"’ 
was to be levied solely in the interest of the 
Standard Oil company. This he denied, and 
explained that his action was in response to 
requests from thousands of his oil producing 
constituents and in behalf of 500,000 others 
engaged in thé same business. The debate 
on the oll schedule called forth some bitter 
criticism the Standard Oil company by 
Mr. Kustermann of Wisconsin and others. 

Numerous speeches were made touching on 
the tariff. The arguments from the Demo- 
cratic standpoint were for a tariff for revenue 
only, while the Republicans who spoke at- 
tacked suchschedules as those on woal, wood 
pulp and print paper, and crude petrolelum. 
Among those who spoke in favor of the bil! 
was Crumpacker of Indiana. 


Underwood Attacks the Bill. 

The bill was called up by Chairman Payne 
immediately after the house convened and 
the debate was opened by Mr. Underwood 
of Alabama, who spoke at length in opposi- 
tion to the bill. Mr. Underwood got into an 
argument with Mr. Morgan of Missouri re- 
garding the zinc schedule. That schedule, 
the Alabama member insisted, would cost 
the government $685,000, and he said Mr. 
Morgan, whorepresents a zinc district, would 


have the honor of being the highest paid 


legislator in the world. 

Much attention was given by Mr. Under- 
wood to the subject of raw materials. He 
was opposed to free raw materials, but said 
he was in favor of reducing tariff rates 
down to a strictly revenue basis. 

Charging that the Payne tariff bill “is a 
deliberate betrayal of the American people,’’ 
and that “it is a fresh illustration of the 
perfidy of the Republican party,’’ Mr. Shep- 
pard of Texas bitterly attacked the measure. 

“ Amusing, indeed, were the ponderous 
ass neces of Mr. Taft that the Repub- 
lican\party would revise the tariff down- 
ward,” said he. ‘ His volcanic predecessor 
realized the hopelessness of such a proposi- 
tion and jevaded it to the last, it possible 
that the complacent Mr. Taft may succeed 
where the bifocal wind that recently swept 
from Washington to Oyster Bay failed ut- 
terly? I gay to you that there is more real 
power in one 5 cent cigar between the tran 
lips of Joseph G. Cannon, the standpat lead- 
er, than in the big sticks of a whole regi- 
ment of Roosevelts and Tafts.”’ 


Sheppard Sees Trade Threatened. 

Mr. Sheppard said the Payne bill wasin no 
way a sincere and equitable revision of the 
tariff and asserted that it was a declaration 
of commercial war with all the world. 

“ The enactment of the Payne bill,’’ he said, 
“would paralyze what little progress we 
have made under the extension of our foreign 
trade.” 

He discussed the maximum and minimum 
provisions of the bill and said rumors of trade 
agreements in every corner of the earth 
would keep the American markets in a con- 
tinual state of unrest. 

He deplored the failure to remove or reduce 
the protection, which he claimed was afforded 
to the Standard Oil trust by the Dingley law. 

He said it was true coffee was technically 
on the free list, but argued that the counter- 
vailing provision made it dutiable. 

A direetly opposite view of the effect of the 
operation of the maximum and minimum 

provisions of the bill was taken by Mr. Cole 


las the prime objector to the raise in salary 


of Ohio. He charged that it always had been 
the cry of the Democracy that the markets of 
the United States shail be opened to the prod- 
ucts of the world and it now was contended 
that to invite a commercial war would be 
disastrous to American industries. The par- 
ticular provisions referred to, he said, would 
compel fair treatment from all nations. The 
burden of Mr. Cole’s remarks, however, was 
a plea for better protection for the wool in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Kustermann then opposed the counter- 
vailing duty on oil, which, he argued, had 
enabjed the Standard Oil* company to sell 
oil in England at from 3 to 4 cents a gallon 
less than in the United States. He declared 
that he had received positive assurance that 
that feature of the Dingley bill would be 
omitted from the Payne bill. “ But,” he 
said, “‘ here is the little joker standing before 
me in all its wickedness ready to take from 
$12,000,000 to $15,000,000 out of the pockets 
of our people.” ' 


Oil “Joker” Slipped In? 

That no one for some time knew of the 
presence in the Dingley bill of the so-called 
oil “joker’’ was the statement of Mr. Cooper 
of Wisconsin. How it was put in, he said, 
he did not know, “ but it was put in with the 
knowledge of but few members of either the 
house or senate.” 

While asserting he was not defending the 
Standard Oil company, Mr. Smith of Cali- 
fornia said it had no advantage over others 
in the refining of oil. The trouble, he said, 
wae in the transportation of the oil. He 
contended that if others could get the same 
price as the Standard as to transportation 
they could distribute oil. Indeed, said-he. if 
the Standard Oil company had the decision of 
the question, it would stzike out the provision 
with reference to the countervailing duty. 
Not Russia but Mexico, he said, was the com- 
petitor of the United States, and Mexico 
was the place where the Standard would go 
to! buy oil if the duty were taken off, and 
leave the American oil producer with his 
wells shut down. ‘ 

At this juncture Mr. Vreeland arose and 
said that to some extent he was responsible 
co the retention of that duty in the Pa¥Yne 

“I did it,” he declared, “in response to 
requests from thousands of men in my dis- 
trict engaged in producing oil. 1 @i4@ it in 
behalf of 500,000 American citizens engaged 
in producing oil.’’ 

Members of the senate committee on 
finance reasserted today they would be ready 
to report a tariff bill whenever the house 
passed the Payne bill. While no agreement 
hag been reached by the senate comm tee, 
the indication is that the rate on the manu- 
factured articles may be increased.

STOCKING TAX ROUSES THEM. 


Michigan Women Propose to Flood Con- 
gress with Protest Petitions 
Against Payne Bill. 


Detroit, Mich., March 25.—[Special.]— 
While the women’s civic league and sev- 
eral prominent women's clubs have taken 
steps to adopt resolutions protesting against 
the Payne bill tariff schedules which will ad- 
vance the price of stockings, gloves, and other 
necessary articles of Women’s apparel and 
forward them to Michigan senators and rep- 
resentatives in congress, the most important ° 
action will come in the form of general pe- 
titions. 

Detroit merchants themselves are em- 
phatically opposed to the tariff schedules 
which will increase the cost of women's 
clothing. 

Se@eral of the largest retail houses have 
agreed to place petitions in the stores to be 
signed by women.

“Character” Law in Cincinnati. 
Cincinnati, O., March 25.—The Dean “‘ char- 
acter”’ law, which became a law last mid- 
night without action by Gov.

The law provides that at the time of tax as- 
sessment the saloonkeeper must answer a 
long list of questions as to whether he has 
allowed mfhors in his place, whether gam- 
bling has been permitted, and so on down the 
line, If the saloonkeeper does not answer 
thes’ questions his saloon is to be closed. If 
he answers in the negative he is permitted 
to continue in business on payment of his 
tax, provided his negative answers are true. 
The hew law also provides that on the com- 
plaint of any five taxpayers living within 
1,000 feet of a saloon the city solicitor must 
begin an action against such saloon as a 
public nuisance for its abatement.

GLOVES. 

The representative of the glove im- 
porters of the United States went before 
the committee on ways and means and 
submitted figures showing the coset of pro- 
duction of the same kind of gloves in 
Germany, France, and the United States. 
These detailed statements showed that 
the cost of production is less abroad than 
at the New York center of the American 
glovemaking mdustry, but that. the pres- 
ent duties more than cover the difference 
and more than satisfy the conditions set 
out in the Republican tariff plank. ~ 

It was stggested to the committee by 
the representative of the importers that 
the duties on men’s gloves, being too 
high as compared with those on women’s 
gloves, and almost prohibitory, could with 
propriety be reduced. It was suggested, 
also, that the duties on children’s gloves, 
they being made of inferior material to 
that in women’s gloves, should pay «4 
lower duty than that now collected. 

What the committee did in the way of 
reduction was to take 25 per cent off the 
duty levied on the leather which the New 
York glove manufacturers have to import. 
There it stopped. The committee was 
told by Mr. Littauer, glove manufacturer, 
that if the duty on his raw material were 
lowered he could stand a reduction of the 
duty on the finished article. The com- 
mitteemén, being generous and willing to 
help a fellow member—Mr. Littauer was 
a member of the last house—decided not to 
give the men of the country a chance to 
buy cheaper gloves, but to give him in- 
creased protection. : 

The inequality of the duties between 
men’s and women’s gloves pointed out by 
the importers was removed by the com- 
mittee in a characteristic way. It should 
have. lowered the duties on men’s glover, 
It raised those on women’s gloves, sv 
that those now costing 75 cents a pair 
would go up to $1.85, and for those 
which now cost $1.50 the customer would 
have to pay $3. This was done on the 
advice of Mr. Littauer, who ran the com- 
mittee. 

He said that only 5, 6, or 7 per cent of 
the women’s and children’s gloves worn 
in this country are made here, It was, 
he said, “an accidental business,” hardly 
deserving the title of “infant industry.” 
He woukl like to maké@ the “ dccidental 
businéss’”’ a permanent oné, he being one 
of the beneficiaries. ‘‘ We believe,” said 
he, “the wisdom of building up in ladies’ 
goods what we have built up in men’s 
goods will warrant you in adding to the 
duty on ladies’ gloves: 
here, if I Hve, five or six years from tow 
and show you that we have 25,000 more 
people at work on gloves in the United 
States.” : 

So the committee on ways and means 
proposes to tax the women of the United 
States not for revenue purposes but to 
ereate and maintain an “infant indus- 
try” in whose profits Mr. Littauer will 
participate. 

This is the way tariff bills are framed 
in ¢ommittee. The manufacturer is al- 
lowed to dictate duties and the consumer 
is given the cold shoulder.

Sefior Castro’s heroic determination to 
preseut his services to his country even 
at the cost of a revolution will not over- 
whelm a patient world with surprise. 
The attitude of a Latin American dic- 
tator-president toward revolutions de- 
pends upon whether he is to be revoluted 
in or revoluted out. Mr. Castro’s readi- 
ness to bestow himself upon Venézuela 
by way of a revolution may be taken at 
its face value.

of New York, she was married at Burlington, 
N. J., in 1888 to Paolo Prince Camporeale, 
duke of Adragna, who was at the time at- 
tached to the Italian legation at Washing- 
ton and who ts now a member of the Italian 
senate at Rome, where he has always figured 
a8 an expert upon American affairs and took 
& leading part in securing from the govern- 
ment its participation in the world’s fairs of 
Chicago and St. Louis, His only sister, Dona 
Maria, is the wife of Prince Buelow, and his 
mother, Dona Laura, is a daughter of the 
historic Anglo-Italian house of Acton. 

Dona Laura, after jilting thé late Lord 
Granville, married the late Prince Campo- 
reale, and on his death became the wife of 
Marco Minghetti, who was prime minister 
of Italy. As Dona Laura Minghetti she has 
for the last forty years been one of the best 
known women of Europe, her salon at Rome 
enjoying an international reputation. She is 
an intimate friend of Queen Margherita and, 
as the widow of a knight of the Order of the 
Annunciate, ranks as @ cousin of the sov- 
ereign., 

_ 

The Actons, who are one of the oldest 
Shropshire families, figured prominently in 
the reign of Edward Il, received a baronetcy 
from Charles I., and have always had for- 
eign aMiliations. John Acton was admiral in 
chief of the Imperial navy of Germany in the 
seventeenth century, and his nephew, Joseph 
Acton, was a general in the service of the 
king of Naples and became his prime minis- 
ter. This Gen. Joseph Acton had a son, 
Charles, who became an admiral of the 
Neapolitan navy and who left an extraor- 
dinarily numerous family. No less than four 
of his sons, William, Ferdinand, Emeric, and 
Gustav, attained flag rank as admirals, either 
in the Neapolitan or Italian navy, and two 
- them ayy in turn as Italian minister 

marine. It is their only sister who is now 
Dona Laura Minghetti. ce 

Sir John Acton, the Neapolitan prime minis- 
ter, who played so important a réle in con- 
nection with Admiral Lord Nelson, Queen 
Caroline of Naples, and the English am- 
bassadress, Dmma Lady Hamilton, was suc- 
ceeded in his baronetcy by his eldest son, 
Ferdinand, his second son, Charles, becom- 
ing a cardinal and in his turr prime minister 
of the kingdom of Naples. 

Sir Ferdinand married the only daughter 
and heiress of the last duke of Dalberg and 
died five years later, his widow thereupon 
marrying the late Lord Granville, who in- 
trusted the education of his young stepson, 
Sir George, afterwards Lord Acton, first of 
all to CaMiinal Wiseman and afterwards to 
the celebrated Dr. Dollinger at Munich. 
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Dr. Dollinger was the founder of the de- 
nomination known as the Old Catholics, and 
his pupil, young Sir John Acton, became im- 
bued with his views and distinguished him- 
self In 1869 and 1870 by his hostility to the 
doctrine of papal infallibility. Sir John In 
1869 was elevated to the peerage as Lord 
Acton, married the German countess, Marie 
Arco-Valley, was a lord in waiting to Queen 
Victoria, ‘and a great favorite of the Em- 
press Frederick. 

The present Lord Acton, his son, is secré- 
tary of embassy and lord in waiting to the 
king. He is, like his father, a modern and 
liberal Catholic, received his education at 
Magdalen college, Oxford, 48 married to the 
daughter of Thomas H. Lyon of Appleton 
hall, Cheshire, and owns Aldenham park and 
estates, extending over an area of about 
10,000 acres in Shropshire. Through his 
grandmother, the wife of Sir Merdinanhd 
Acton, he is the chief representative of the 
@ucal house of Dalberg. 

The latter claim to bé the most ancient and 
illustrious family in GerMany and to be able 
to trace descent to a mear relative of the 
Savior, who became a Romani centutNon and 
settled at Hermstein, Hear Worms. For 
centuries the Dalbergs played a conspicuous 
role in the history of Germany, on the pages 
of which their names continually appear. 
Whenever the emperor-elect was crowned 
as ruler of Germany and of the Holy Roman 
empire at Frankfort, a herald invariably de- 
manded in loud tones, “Is any Dalberg 
here?’ And if any ene was present he was 
immediately knighted by thy new monafch. 
The penultimate duke of Dalberg was arch 
chancellor of the Holy Roman empire in the 
closing years of its existence, and when the 
empire was overthrown by Napoleon at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, and 
when all further resistance to the latter had 
become useless, joined his fortunes and was 
appointed by him president of the federation 
of the Rhine, which Napoleon had created in 
order to take the place of the Holy Romah 
empire. Napoleon also created him grand 
duke of Frankfort, and designated Eugene 
de Beauharnais as his successor. He died 
without issue, being succeeded in his‘duke- 
dom of Dalberg by his nephew Emeric, last 
duke of Dalberg, who was with Talleyrand 
at the congress of Vienna.

The recent trial in New York for felony 
of @ prisoner who was both deaf and dumb 
serves to recall the strange manneér in which 
offenders thus afflicted are dealt with by 
British tribunals. When a deaf and dumb 
prisoner is charged with crime a jury is first 
impaneled to determine whether the defend- 
ant is “ mute of malice ” or by “ the visita- 
tion of God,’ and if the latter is found the 
next question before the court is as to 
whether he is capable of understanding the 
pro ings of a trial. 

For these purposes experts in the deaf and 
dumb language are always employed. If 
these experts are of the opinion that the 
accused by reason of his affliction would not 
be able to follow the proceedings intelligent- 
ly, even though mentally balanced enough 
to plead guilty.or not guilty, the usual course 
is for the judge to direct the jury to returna 
verdict of “ not sane."’ The judge thereypon, 
by virtue of a statute dating from the year 
1800, orders him to be detained in custody 
“during his majesty’s pleasure,”’ and he is 
consigned to the great and world famed 
prison for the criminally insane at Broad- 

oor, 

In January last a deaf and dumb offender 
was placed on trial, and though the jury, on 
the strength of the testimony of the experts, 
decided that he was incapable of under- 
standing the proceedings of the trial, it neg- 
lected, through on oversight on the part of 
the presiding judge, to return an additional 
verdict of “ not sane.” This neglect hag just 
been repaired by the Court of Criminal Ap- 
peal in London.

So many American visitors to Egypt push 
on nowadays to Khartoum and are hospita- 
bly received there by the governor general 
of the Soudan, Sir Reginald Wingate.,: that 
it may be just as well to state that there is 
no truth In the reports which have been cir- 
culated to the effect that he is returning to 
England for good and all. 

Sir Reginald, who is a lMeutenant general 
of the English army and sidar or generalis- 
simo of the Egyptian army, besides holding 
the appointment of governor general of the 
Soudan, both from King Edward and from 
the khedive, is for his rank and position a 
quite young man, being barely 47. He has 
therefore a number of years to serve before 
attaining the limit of age. He is in perfect 
health and condition, and has lately 
augurated a series of improvements at the 
governor general’s palace at Khartoum, and 
has brought out an additional number of his 
belongings from his place in Scotland to his 
home on the Nile, which he certainly would 
not have done had there been any prospect 
of his relinquishing his position in the near 
future. 

Possessed of an infinite amount of tact and 
of suavity mingled with firmness, Sir 
Reginald Is a great favorite of the khedive, 
and liked and trusted by all the leading 
native notables and dignitaries, while the 
English government recogniges in him a man 
who possesses an unrivaled experience, not 
only of Egypt, where he has served for more 
than @ quarter of a century, but also of the 
Soudan,which, under his able administration, 
is rapidly recovering its former prosperity.

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Opposes ‘Tariff on Tea. 

Chicago, March 25.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The proposition to tax tea seeme to 
attract little attention and yet this is a tax 
which will falb chiefly om those least able to 
bear it. Duties on sugar, tea, coffee, cocoa, 
etc., as large revenue producers would no 
doubt be reasonable taxation undér ordt- 
nary conditions, but in a country taxed as 
We are for protection purposes on nearly 
everything thet enters into our lives, addi- 
tional imposts on our foods are peculiarly 
objectionable. 

As things now stand the ldborer pays an 
enormously disproportionate part of the cost 
of tunning the government. Leaving out of 
the discussion the heavy revenue obtained 
from intoxicants and tobacco, of which, how- 
ever, the laborer still pays the great bulk, 
there remains the enormous tax on sugar, 
some $75,000,000 a year, and on many other 
items of food which I will not particulerize. 
To these it is now proposed to add tea, say, 
$8,000,000; coffee, even at 1 cent @ pound, 
$10,000.000, and cocoa. 

Against all this, what does the man of 
means contribute toward the support of the 
government? Precious little more than the 
man whose income is not one one-hundredth 
part so large. 

Under such conditions any proposition to 
increase Our revenues by a duty on tea seems

In short, the break 
in the exchange made it impossible for the 
orient to buy our goods or Kurope’s goods, 
and especially Burope's, which are the prod- 
uct of the cheaper labor of Europe. Thus if 
Europe cannot sell to Asia Europe cannot 
buy freely from America. Last year then, 
just as in 1898, the keynote of the catastrophe 
was, as We should expect, the collapse of 
occidental exports to the orient. And as in 
1898, so also in 1908, the samephenomenon is 
remarkable on every page of statistics. 

Passing from exports, a few words only 
about imports, because it ie here primarily 
that the tariff is concerned. If our exports 
are crippled, it is all the more important that 
we protect ourselves against any such stimu- 
lus to imports as a lowered tariff provides; 


’ for that way Indeed lies not merely trade dis~ 


aster but through disordered exchange a 
financial panic. History is, as I point out, 
repeating itself, and in the spring of 
Speaker Reed was “ interviewed" on the 
subject of impending tariff changes. His 
view, absolutely indorsed and amplified by 
the economic incidence of fourteen years, I 
have chanced on today in the pages of the 
Fortnightly Review for June, 1894. Mr. Reed 
said: 

“ One thing at least I have learned since the 
cessation of silver purchases last year, that 
cheap silver isan effective stimulus to Asiatio 
exports, and this being the case, we have got 
to consider silver and the tariff not as two 
issues but asone. It is evidently no time to 
lower our tariffs when the currency of 700,000,- 
000 of orientals is depreciating and their ex- 
porting powers to gold using nations‘is there- 
by increasing.” DIPLOMATICUS. 


MANY LOOK TO THE SUBURBS 
AS MOVING DAY APPROACHES. 


People Looking for Small Houses, It Is 
Said, but No Rent Reductions on May 
1 Are Foreseen. 


May 1, the annual “ filtting day" for a 
considerable part of Chicago’s population, 
will see this year an exodus to the suburban 
towns of many who have heretofore been 
satisfied to live in apartments in the city, 
according to the moving men and renting 
agencies. These persons are not going to the 
country merely for the summer season, 
either, if indications are correct, for many 
of them are either purchasing homes or are 
renting with the idea of purchasing later. 

From some sources there are indications 
that flat life is becoming extremely tire- 
some, as there has been an unusual demand 
for. small houses, a demand which it is im- 
possible to fill, as) but few houses have been 
built in the last tén years. 

A roundup of many of the prominent wnt- 
ing agencies yesterday developed the fact, 
however, that there is likely to be less mov- 
ing done this year than ever before, due 
principally to the fact that there is not to be 
a general increase in rents. One real estate 
man declared there would be a surplus of 
apartments this season, but when asked if 
rents would be reduced for that reason thé 
answer was that they would not, but neither 
would they be advanced, 

“The owners must keep up the rents in 
order not to lose on the money invested,’’ he 
declared. “The surplus comes from the 
many mew apartments which have been 
erected during the year. 
will pass up the old flats for the newer ones 
and the old ones will stand empty.” 

The general opinion among the real estate 
men that there would be less moving than 
usual was in every case preceded by the 
qualifying statement that it was too tarly 
to tell accurately; They assert that the mak- 
ing of new leases is put off generally tntil 
about a Week before moving day. 

“This is coming to be more and more the 
rule,” said one real estate man, “ conttary 
to the generally accepted opinion. A host of 
people will Wait, apparently contented With 
their old quarters unt] about a week before 
May 1 and then become seized with the fever 
of moving.” | We] 

Renting agencies generally report that the 
tenants are renewing their leases in greater 
numbers than ever before. This is cited as 
an indication that the landlords are willing 
to do the “square thing” in the way of 
making repairs and improvements. Then, 
too, moving is becoming more and more of 4 
luxury. The -cost of the dperation now 
means about the same thing as adding from 
$2 to $2.50 a month to the rent. 

Chicago built flat buildings valued at 
about $34,000,000 last year, and the open win- 
ter, has made it possible to put up additional 
structures at an amazing rate. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY SIMS 
NOT READY TO TELL PLANS, 


Returns from Conference with President 
Taft, but Declines to Discuss Stand- 
ard Oil Cases. 


Distr®t Attornéy Edward Sims returned 
home yesterday from his conferences in 
Washington with President Taft and Attor+ 
ney General Wickersham, happy but un- 
communicative. His joyfulness can be ac- 
counted for by the fact that there is no im- 
mediate prospect of his leaving Chicago or 
the spacious quarters of the district attor~ 
ney in the Federal building, and his failure 


to talk is due partly to the fact that the ‘ 


admitistration is not yet ready to announce 
its policy concerning the future trust bust 
ing campaign. ; 

“IT haven't heard a word of reports about 
changes in this office,”’. said Mr. Sims.

Special Counsel J. H. Wickersham, who 
accompanied Mr. Sims, also returned to 
work yesterday. There is little prospect that 
the pending suits against the Standard Oi) 
company will be immediately pressed, and, 
in fact, the administration is said to he stil 
uncertain regarding the proper course to 
pursue in view of the recent flasco.

MAN AND CHILD VANISH. 


Support Is Withdrawn by Mrs. 
Mayer Because of Stories 
from Abroad. 


Musical critics and magazine writers who 
have given to the public whole volumes 
about Mary Garden, learned yesterday that 
there were several interesting episodes in 
the life of the gifted diva that had escaped 


their attention. 

Much had been written about the assiduous 
attention given to her training and the 
patronage of Mrs. David Mayer, but the 
little stories about the years spent in Paris 
did not become the subject of any pen until 
a real falling out with Mr. and Mrs. Mayer 
disclosed the cause of the severance of the 
friendship. 

Then the romance—which many actors say 
is necessary experience for true acting— 
came to light. It was a love affair witha 
student of the Latin quarter, a union, and 
the birth of a baby. The name of her hero, 
his present whereabouts, and the where- 
abouts of the child have not been revealed. 


Single Because “Heartwhole.”’ 

It had been accepted as a fact ever since 
the heroine became recognized as “the 
greatest American prima donna,”’ that she 
had remained single because no man ever 
had touched her heart. She has made asser- 
tions of that sort on several occasions. 

“Why have I never married?” she replied 
to a New York interviewer last December. 
“ Because I’ve never met a man that it was 
possible I. could marry who wouldn’t have 
bored me as a husband. O, I don’t mean 
that I’m easily bored—that they’d bore me 
at the end of a week or even if I should see 
them frequently, but all your life—for years 
—when they're there in front of you all the 
time—O!”’ 

The interviewer continued in this way: 

“Miss Garden's form seemed to shrink. 
She held out her arms as if thrusting :the 
frightful phantom husband away from her, 
and her eyes looked horror.”’ 


Disappointed in Men Friends. 

In the same interview sbe had this to say 
of platonic friendship: 

‘*‘No, I have not found it. It is exceeed- 
ingly hard to keep a friendship disinterested. 
No, L have not, and I have lost some of my 
best friends, too, some of whom I hoped 
so much. I have tried so often and been 
so often disappointed. Friendship, friend- 
ship, I think it is almost the greatest thing 
in the world, but, O, how scarce! I have 
tried so hard to keep my friends—tried to 
hold them—till it all becomes impossible. 

Just a year prior to this interview she had 
given another similar in many respects. 

‘*My work is my happiness. It is my life,’ 
she said earnestly, *‘O, I have thought at 
times that it would be nice to fall in love 
with a man and all that, and I have even 
done it, but it_never lasted over twenty-four 
hours. Qne loves with one’s mind, don’t you 
think? And if one’s mind is occupied with 
‘an art that requires every thought and emo- 
tion, there is not much room for love.” 

And before all these sayings were writ- 
ten into the record the blue eyed artist, it 
is said, had a real affair of the heart. 


What Her Biographers Know. 

She was young when she went abroad. 
They say she is 31 years old, and she went 
abroad about eleven years ago. Will J. 
Davis “discovered”’ her as a choir singer. 
He brought her to the attention of Mrs. 
Mayer, the wife ofthe junior partner of the 
firm of Schlesinger & Mayer, and through the 
kindness of that patron she began studying 
under Mrs. Sarah Robinson Duff 

At the end of four years her musica! god- 
mother personally chaperoned her to Paris, 
gave her ‘carte bianche at the Paris branch 
of Schlesinger & Mayer, and placed her 
under the tutelage of Trabodella. Cheva- 
lier and Fugere of the Opéra Comique also 
helped pave the way for her in the com- 
pany of that theater, and in 1901 she “ got 
her chance”’ through the sudden illness of 
Mile. Rioton, whom she was understudying 
in the réle of Louise. 

In ten minutes she won the hearts of the 
Parisians and for one hundred nights there- 
after she was Louise. She followed that 
with a London success that established het 
standing permanently. 

She returned to America in 1907 with a 
debut in Massenet’s “ Thais,’’ and she was 
welcomed gloriously. Although she was 
born in Scotland, she was claimed for Amer- 
ica. Her parents brought her to this coun- 
try when she was 6 years old, and, after 
living in Brooklyn and Chicopee, Mass., 
brought her to Chicago, @/here they lived in 
Hyde Park. 


Quarrel Reveals Romance. 

Soon after Mrs. Mayer took her under het 
wing her parents moved to Philadelphia, 
where they still live. That much of her pri- 
vate life was known to the magazine biog- 
raphers, and no more would have been known 
had not the singer become enraged at the 
demand of the Mayers that $20,000 advanced 
for her education be returned to them for 
use in “‘ more satisfactory charity.”

Out Early Advances. 


STRONG PRESSURE ON OATS. 


—_—_—_—s_——— 


Deferred Deliveries of This Cereal Sus- 
tain Losses; May Corn Up. 


A late slump in wheat prices, caused by a 
wave of selling by local professionals when 
the market was bare of supporting orders, 
carried values to the lowest point of the 
day. and the close was practically at the bot- 
tom. Easier cables from foreign markets, 
continued liberal receipts in the nortiwest, 
favorable weather conditions, and a lack of 
aggressive buying were the main factors in 
making’ a weak tone. Initial quotationr 
showed fair losses, but there was sharp ralty- 
ing during the midsession trading. Final 
quotations were %c lower. Trade was on & 
moderate scale, with professionals doing the 
bulk of the business. 


Foreign Markets Are Easy. 

The reported settlement of the Balkan 
troubles gave a weaker tone to the foréign 
markets which the light Argentine ship- 
ments were not sufficient to counteract, and 
the easy cables, with Jarge receipts in the 
northwest, placed the local trade in a bearish 
frame of mind. Argentine exports were esti- 
mated at 3,600,000 bu, against 5,248,000 bu a 
year ago, and the rgmaining portion of the 
exportable surplus was estimated at 62,500, - 
000 bu by a private cable, or 20,000,000 bu less 
than a year ago. Argentine wheat is said to 
be firmly held and comparatively moderate 
shipments are forecasted. Austrailia a 
shipped freely, estimated exports bel 
1,200,000 bu, against 440,000 bu a year ag0 
Liverpool closed %@%4d lower, and Berlin 
was off %c, and Paris was \@%c lower. 


Liberal Receipts in North west. 

Continued Mberal arrivals in the north- 
west brought the total primary receipts up 
to 472,000 bu, against 372,000 bu a year ago. 
Arrivals in the southwest were light, and the 
increasing scarcity of wheat in that section 
was evidenced by fair sales at extravagant 
prices. Winnipeg reported a fair export in- 
quiry for wheat, but sales were not re- 
ported. Crop reports were not as numerous 
as recently, but a few bad reports came from 
Nebraska, while the advices from Kansas 
and the southwest were, as usual, entirely 
favorable. The Price Current said the out- 
look was encouraging, but that growth was 
being retarded Sy continued cold weather. 
Local ¢ash sdles/were 25.000 bu. Sample 
prices here were steady relative to the fu- 
tures. Clearancessof wheat and flour were 
72.000 bu. Local receipts were 58 cars, to- 
day’s estimate being 31 cars. 


May Corr Shows Strength. 

Shorts in May corn are paying the penalty 
for selling too freely on the theory that the 
country longs would be forced to liquidate, 
and were obliged to cover at an advance 
again yesterday. Most of the upturn was 
lost in’the last few minutes, however, and 
the May closed only a shade firmer, while 
July was \%c lower and September 4@‘%c off. 
Receipts are light, and although there is a 
slow cash demand the country shows no in- 
clination to sell, and the oversold market 
condition has made it possible for a few big 
local operators to drive in the short sellers. 
Weather conditions were unfavorable. Ca- 
bles came \%d off. Local receipts were 125 
cars, with.134 cars promised fortoday. Cash 
prices were %c lower, with slipping sales 
of 125,000 bu. Clearances were 148,000 bu. 
Primary receipts were 391,000 bu, against 
21,000 bu a year ago. 


Oats Active and Lower. 

Trade in oats was larger, but the increased 
activity was at the expense of values. The 
deferred months were especially weak al! 
through the session, and final prices were 
4%@%c lower. The new crop months are be- 
ing sold on the theory that there will be an 
enormous acreage this year. Consumption, 
moreover, has not been as large as expected 
and stocks are fairly liberal. Receipts here 
weft 106 cars, with 94 cars expected today.

Heavy Selling Near Close Wipes 
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GOSSIP ON CHANGE. 


INTERESTING TRADE 


Judging from reports coming from the soutMwest 
there is little doubt but that wheat in the south- 
west, while not absolutely down to the vanishing 
point, is scarce enough to make extravagant prices 
possible, regardless of any manipulation or deal of 
any kind. Interior mills in sas were said 
to be buying flour at Kansas City to fill sales 
made by them, owing to their inability to get 
wheat enough to grind except at exorbitant prices. 
All grades at Kansas City and St. Louls were 
firm, and there were fair sales from the former 
place. A moderate export Inquiry was reported 
in the northwest.' Fair sales of wheat held at 
Buffalo have been made the last few days, one 
line of about 400,000 bu having been cleaned out 
Wednesday. In the local market there was little 
feature and sales were small. Corn and oats 
were Ko lower with slow demand. Cash sales 
here were 15,000 bu wheat, 125,000 bu corn, and 
140.000 bu oats. 


**The trouble with the cof market is that the 
majority of local traders have tried to sell the long 
corn owned by country holders for them and have 
found it a harder job than anticipated,’’ said a 
well known corn specialist. ‘‘ Bears have sold 
themselves into a deep hole In the May and the 
end is not yet, judging from the ease with which 
the market advanced on a little buying today. 
Country holders did sell some corn, but they sold 
it well and for the most paft rebought lower 
down, and there is probably just as large a long 
interest in the country now as at any time so far. 
In addition to this some of the big local operators, 
perceiving the situation, have taken advantage 
of it. by picking up a substantial line of May. and 
it is now up to the shorts, as receipts are light and 
promise to be small unless there is advance enough 
to start the country selling again.’’ : 

Argentine news was bullish both in regard to 
shipments for the week and in regard to supplies 
still back. A private cable received yesterday 
said about 62,500,000 bu of the exportable sur- 
plus remained to be shipped, compared to 82,000,000 
bu a year ago at this time. The present esti- 
mate is based on a total exportable’ surplus of 
110,000,000 bu, which is much lower than previous 
estimates by the same correspondent. Shipments 
for the week were estimated at 3,600,000 bu, 
against actua! shipments jJast week of 4,848,000 
bu and 5,248,000 bu a year ago. Australian ship- 
ments were estimated at 1,200,000 bu, compared 
to 440,000 bu @ year ago. 

With favorable weather the outlook is for the 
largest acreage of oatg this season ever put in, 
with conditions favoring an enormous crop, as 
especial pains are being taken this year to have 


the best seed oats used at the proper time and in 
the most approved way. For some time there has 
been a quiet campaign going on for the instruc- 
tion gf the farmers in selecting and using seed in 
& way to promote the best interests of the grower, 
and it has met with quick response in all direc- 
tions. A large area originally sown to wheat will 
also go into oats. Ada result sentiment is de- 
eidedly bearish on the deferred months, which 
were weak yesterday. 


The southwest bought, wheat again yesterday 
through Lake, Bennett, and Lindman, but sold on 
the last slump. The heaviest sellers from $1.04% 
down to $1.03% were Clement-Curtis, Armour 
Lowitz, and local traders. Logan. Bartlett, and 
Congdon were the-big buyers of May corn, with 
shorts covering freely. Armour and Cudahy sold 
July. Selling of deferred deliveries of oats was 
general, country houses leading, and it was 
thought a good deal of long stuff came out. Tiet- 
gens and Hately sold provisions, the latter sup- 
posed to be acting for the Milwaukee Cudahys. 


Reports on wheat from Kansas were without ex- 
ception favorable, but there was a reiteration of 
damage talk from Nebraska, many reports stating 
there would be a large area plowed up. In the 
Ohio valley the snow covering was quite general, 
and experts now in the field had little to offer in 
the way of information. More crop investigators 
will go into the field in a few days now, and the 
trade will have no respite for some time.

SHEEP. 


Receipts of 10.000 head were lighter than expect- 
ed after the voluminous supplies on Wednesday's 
market, and as the competition between packers, 
shippers, and outside butchers was much stronger 
than on the preceding day values took an upturn 
from the outset.
